General News Summary.
Interesting Home and Foreign News.

WASHINGTON.
C. F. McDonald, superintendent of the

money order system, has made his annual
report to the Postmaster General, showing
the operations of that service during the
last fiscal year. From the report it ap-
pears that the total nnmber of money
orders and postal notes issusd was 14,433,- -
153, representing $133,716,317, lor which
fees aggregating $1,214,596 were received.
The increased patronage of the system
amounted to 1,203,032 remittances over
nine per cent. The gro3s revenue was
$350,551, and the expenses paid from ap
propriations was $441,387, leaving a net
profit of $9,104. The superintendent ex-
presses a hope that the bill which passed
the House at its last session, authorizing
the issue of postal notes by small offices
where the money order system is not in
force, will speedily become a law.

General Superintendent Jamiesom, of the
Railway Mail Service, has completed his
annual report for the fiscal year ended
June 30 last. From the report it appears
that at the close of the year the railway
postofflce lines in operation numbered 871,
occupying 435 whole cars and I,7i39 apart
ments in cars. The aggregate length of
railroad routes over which these cars run
ia 110,673 miles, and the annual miles of
.ailroad service performed by clerks was
;00,923,910.

Commissioner Black has received infor
mation that Dr. W. & Sipert, of Nashville,
Tenn., has pleaded guilty to forging affi
davits in the case of Alvin James, a claim
ant for a pension. There are many fraud
ulent pension applications, it is said, in
this section, which are being prosecuted.

Mr. James M. Thompson, of South Caro
lina, son of Assistant Secretary Thompson
of the Treasury Department, has bean ap
pointed a copyist in the Interior Depart
ment. Assistant secretary Thompson re-
fused some time ago to appoint his son to
a position in the Treasury Department,
though he had passed the civil service ex
amination and his name was sent up for
appointment. .

Two patents were recently issued to Mr.
Lucius Phelps, of New York, on duplex
telegraphy. Under these inventions it is
claimed that the same wire used for tele
graphing to or from trains may be worked
''duplex," thereby enabling it to be used as
an ordinary Morse wire between stations,
and simultaneously used for telegraphing
to and from moving trains.

Secretary Manning resumed actual con
trol of the Treasury Department on the
39th nit., relieving Mr. Fairchild of his
duties as acting Secretary, which office he
has held from the time Mr. Manning was
taken sick up to date.

Secretary Manning on the 39th ult. issued
a call for $10 000,003 three per cent bonds,
to mature December 15.

A new post-offic- e in Dakota has been
named Bartholdi by the Post-offic- e Depart
ment.

Assistant Secretary Fairchild has decided
that collectors of customs shall tssess duty
upon iron ore after it has been dried at a
temperature of 313 degrees, instead of in
the wet condition in which it is imported.
